itself earnoitly to the basiness of tho oonntry. 



Tbe nine months' incubation days are over 
and dispatob baa become tho ordor ol' the 
day. We oongratulato the Uoiisn on Ihu 
improvomeiit, and we. Iiopo that tho s|iinl 
which hub iiriiinalcd its ilohatoa so liir will 
conliiiuo to tho cud ol tho hosaion. There 
itr realty no reason why tiio present sitting 
gbonld extend over January. Two months' 
dispatch will get Ihron^h nil tho hiiNiin'ts, 
unless indeed some ol' the old obstackM luc 
thrown in the way by tho Upper Huiim; 
Wo sincerely hope, how over, that no Rindi 
political oatiistro[]lio will happen. The 
affairs ol llic cuunlry aiu in too critical ii 
condition to bo jeopardized just now by dis- 
cord in tbe Governmont o( tho coimuy. 
Nest year, under propei inanngctncni ami 
popular legislation, tbe colony will more ilmn 
reoovcr tbe steps it has lost in the rBln>t;res- 
sion of the last few ycara. The ininos ol thi; 
neighboriui; colony aro bound to draw a largo 
population— the country is certain to rcceivt 
A large oddition to its wealth ; all it rc<i>iiics 
to start us on tho high road to permanent 
prosperity is liberal andculightcned legisliilmn. 
Lol the dilloront brauchoa of unr (iovuniuiont. 
therefore, slrivo to work bstmoniously to- 
gether. It is the true interest as well as tbo 
duty of each to do to. The Governor can 
never do any good to himself, to Her Majcsfy's 
Governmont, or to the country, by placing 
himself in antagonism to the Lower IIouho , 
the Council can do oven less ; and the House 
of '.Assembly are leally poworloRS wilhoal 
the co-cpcriitioii of Oia other two. Wt only 
here speak of tbe negative (juality of hostile 
attitudes. Tlie positive injury is boyond 
calculation, ospooially in our present incipieui 
condition. We would appeal, tbcroloro, lo ilic 
good sense of all three- Wo would n.-ili 
them to discard prejudice and personal Icel- 
ing and uiiito liannoniou.sly for ihe g( tioi ul 
good. We would ash first of the Asftinbly 
to pass sneb laws as the interest of their 
constituents demand j but, while staiuliiii; 
firm on tbe principle of their bills, to Iujw 
more of a willingness to yield on minui and 
unimportant matters. 01 iho Upper llooso 
we would ask in jre defercnco to the opimoiin 
of the pcople'.s i-epcescntativos— more ul n 
desire to sink their own peculiar viewH t iihcr 
than imperil the passage of a popular iiieii« 
sure. Tho reol function of tbo Upper 
House, as it is at present ooustituiod, 
should bo not so much tba initiation a-, ilic 
supervision of bills. With tho Chief Jiisiicu 
ond tho Atlorney (Joiieral rofts tho respon- 
sibilily of seeing that tbo nieaaures wliicli jjo 
through the Coaocil will hold water— that 
they will bear tbe crucial test of a court ol 
law, and not exhibit the ambiguities and 
erudities which stick so prominently out in 
many of tho acts that are now on the iSliiinic 
book. Wo do not mean, of course, lliat ilic 
LcgiBlalivo Council should cease the intro- 
duction of legislative measures, but we tlniik 
it would do a great deal more good and 
come into fewer collisions with the L iwcr 
House it ii contented itself more with c ue- 
ful supervision, ond leas with cxporinu iiial 
legislation. His Excellency's functions inu 
" more varied than the other two, Ijnt on il.at 
account they retiuiro llie greater cure, lie 
repie.'ients two interests that ought lu be 
harmouious, but which arc very oftan i in- 
bittered and rendered discordant. It is, bow- 
ever in bis power, through the oxcrcisn ol 
ordinary prudence, to make ihe colonial ami 
the Imperiol interests uwi. U i.M in In.- 
power to sec that popular a.spiraliniH, 
whoii legitimate, become engrailed idi 
the Govsrnnient of tbo country. Ii i.^', 
in fact, in his power to throw oil on tho 
troubled waters of politics, lo impart har- 
mony to tho relations of Ihe Upper and Lower 
Chambers, and to aid every project for iiii« 
proving the oondiliou ol the cuniilry. Ix;t llie 
throe e.'itato^ tu whieli we have jiidt nlliiiliil 
adopt .Hoinu aiich principles as wo havu here 
roughly laid down, and wo shall have more 
practical laws, luuro doapatoh in publie 
business, and more general confidence in iho 
future of tbo colony.

Dr. Dicksoi: wished to know what was to 
bo dona whoii a debtor proposed lo leove the 
country with money enougti to disobarge his 
liabilities in lis pocket, he was anxious that 
Homo provision should be made to protect 
tho creditor. 

Dr. Helmcueu said that il would be ml' 
visablo for lion, meinbors to agree as lo the 
general princ pies of the bill. It was jmr- 
liaps imporfei l in some of Ihe dolailn, tint it 
would be botti r to pns.s it as it stood. There 
was a similar iill whioli would be lefcried to 
ibein from the Upper House. 

.Mr. DeCnsmos was of opinion that Ihe 
writ ne cxtat rci/no should be abolished, 
there was no reason why it should be re- 
tained. 

Dr. Holmcken thought some means should 
bo adopted lo prevent people abruptly de- 
parting by the steamer without paying their 
just debts. It was essential that somelliing 
should be done to render snch a fraod difS- 
cult. 

Mr. M'Olnre said the present system 
was altogether inoperative. Thoro was 
very little trouble io a dishonest man gutting 
away from the colony, because he wcuhl 
keep his own council as rej;arded his iiiien- 
tion of skedaddling. An honest man was 
Iree of speech, and lold everybody that he 
purposed leaving the colony, a coiifes-ion 
which was used against him by unscrupuloiis 
persons. 

Dr. Dickson did not think ibat the hill 
would pass ihe other House. If all the 
writs were abolished rascality would bo !u ■ 
galisoil on a la,-go scale. 

The bill ullimatolv passed tho Coiiirnilteo. 



This bill came up before the Cominilleo. 

Mr. McGlure iu reply to a question from 
Dr. Dickson said that il was advisable that 
we ihonld have an equitable rpptesenlalioo 
in tbe widest aaose of the lafm. He ex- 
plained that no material aheraUon wna con< 
templated in tbe qualification of tbe voters. 
The time of residence was rednced to three 
months. The qoalification of a member 
would be the same as that ol a voter with 
this exceptiou that iho candidate shnnld nut 
necessarily b<i a resident ia llie district 
which ho sought to represent. I'he laiier 
stipulation had been inadvertently omitted 
in tho bill submitted to the Hon-e, There 
was another important altoration which en- 
titled all who paid the Salary Ta.x to u vote. 

Dr. Helmcken moved that the word " Brit- 
ish" be struck out. Tbo time was gone by 
when our prejudices should over-ride our 
reason, and ho thought that foreigners ought 
to be allowed to vote. The quostion of 
nationality was apart from loyalty. Nation- 
ality was a matter of hearts and homes to 
every one, and foreigners should have n vote. 
In fashioning constitutions we should endea- 
vor to legislate so lhal wo should attract all 
classes of labor ond capital ealenlated lo 
promote llie pro-perity ol llio Island. We 
should endeavor to show to the world lhal we 
regard all mankind as cue laniily. We 
should encourage emigration and ijir,,T in - 
ducemenls for persons lo romain lu re. '.Vo 
could not cnly use their muscular [Mwer, 
but avail ourselves of tluir iiuliistry, iii- 
tallect and intelligence as well. For- 
eigners hIiouIiI bo put on tliu saine footing 
as other settiers. They have materially as- 
sisted in developing tho resources of Ihe 
colony by money and ii.dusliy, and ihey e-.r- 
taioly should havo a voice in the control of 
public affairs. Il was Ihe only way to get at 
tho true expressions of tbe feolings of tho 
people. Th ly have been, as it were, the 
pioneers on this coast, and yet tbeir interests 
are not representtd protccled. Without them 
wo should not have a fair represonlation of 
iho opinions of tho coljny. There can bo no 
doubl foreigi.ers are as well able to judge (d 
tho necessities of tho Colony as any one. 
else. Coming from dillerent climo.a, auil 
from every nation on ihu face of the globe, 
tlioy bring a variety ol experience wliieli is 
of tho uliniMt valuo hero. As a rule they 
have only 0113 interost, and that is a com- 
mon interest in the welfare and prospeiity ol 
tbe place. In ezoluding these people from 
fair political privileges wo were doing un in- 
justioB. Al our doings wero of importance 
10 foreigners, .ind particular measures were 
to a certain e cleat originated by them. They 
contributed lo form our character, and il 
they had beiio allowed to vote there would 
have been a diflerent result at the polls. 
In oonsidoring onr proximity to nlieo 
shores, we must throw over the old pres 
judiccs which would restrict a man to a par> 
ticular plot of land. Ho could see no injury 
in inoludiog foreigners in tho franchise, on 
tho contrary, a great deal of good would 
spring from it. We wero already indebted 
lo them for much of our legislation. The 
Homestead bill, the Lion law, tho aboliliun 
of imprisonment for debt wore all takon 
from our Ameiican neighbors. 

Mr. M'Clura said it was not olten the hon. 
Speaker got ahead of tho Housa in liberality; 
but on the present occasion ho must congrat- 
ulato him ou the fact lhat ho had ouletiippcd 
tbeiQ all. That colebrulcd declaration of tbo 
boD. gentleman in reforunce to going iwu 
steps backward to despotism rather than ono 
forward to democracy was about to be re- 
versed. The step '.vhich Ihe Speaker essayed 
now was not only to democracy but beyond 
it — beyond even that great standard which 
the hon. gentleman seemed to worship — be- 
yond procedont. Throughout the world tho 
bon. gentleman oould not show an inHtnnco 
where foraiguers posscHscd tho political 
privileges of tho subjoct or citizens, I'olitical 
piiviloge, like charily and olhor good ihingn, 
should begin at homo, and it would jual 
be as well if tho hoii, Spcake.r would ooni- 
inonoo his liberality liral with iho unfor- 
tunate British subjoct (laughter). It is, 
howovor, to iiup70vu the British Hubjeol that 
tbe hon. gontleman wishes foreigners to voto 
— to help to form his uliaracter.' Now, with 
all the hon. gentleman's slaiemonta about 
tbs equality of the subjoot with tbe foreigner. 



it implied rather an infeiiority in the subjoct 
when his characler was to be moulded by a 
iiion ol different nalior.alily (hear, bean. 
This, however, wa.t not the only luliacy of 
the hon. geutloman; Ho tells us lii -t lli.it 
if the foreigners had been allowed lo vote 
very dillerent results would have occurred — 
that the opinions of tbe foreigner an- in no 
way represented — and then in almost the 
next breath we are lolil lhat nearly all cur 
Icgislnliou, iho Homestead Bill, tho l^ieii Law, 
thu Abolition of Iinjiri.ioiiment for Debt, 
and soon, is taken from foreigners (laughter) 
Well, this, ha was bound to ."ay, was peculiar 
logiu — to slato thai the l'oroi:;nors' ideas 
havu no echo in the legislation of the country 
and then to show that tbo country adopted 
tbeir ideas (laughter). Supposinf?, however, 
Iho foreigners voted, .-.nd they imparled a 
characlei to the politics uf tbeoounlry, might 
Vancouver Island not be brought id that 
dreadful political catastrophe ^bich only two 
days ago so deeply aOeoled the Speaker — 
tho election of its oivn Governor (laughter) 
There were again different classes of foreign- 
ers — there were the L'iiinesa. Did l!ie hon. 
Speaker intend to say that these worthy 
Celestials would underlako to form the 
national character of thueouniry ? (laughter) 
Or would he merely bring llieni in as coun- 
leraelers to Iho doinoci alie A iiierie* ii, and 
slill have bis favorite " iwo steps backwards" 
to oriental despotism (laughter). He (Mr. 
.M'Cltiro) really thoiiL'ht ihe hon. gentleman 
had gel a lilile ulie.id of llii) age. There 
oould be no doubt that Ihe world would 
soma day coiiia to a happy equality in po- 
litical privileges. At present he thought, 
however Christian and broad spirited the 
idea was, that it was too premature, and the 
Speaker had taken iniioii too desperate a 
leap into the future. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Ash did not agree with. tbo ameodment 
as it would tend lo make Vancouver Island a 
part of tbe Uniied States. 

Dr. Helmoken repudiated tbo notion of 
retrograding towards despotism, fie did ooi 
desire to throw open electoral privileges lo 
every one who landed on these shores. They 
should all possess a property qualification. He 
did not wish it to bo understood that for- 
eigners wnro superior lo ourselves, he merely 
iiisisled lh;it they wero e(|ual. Voters should 
bo able to read iind wiito. With rofercuce 
annexation that would be eOectually setlled 
by Her .Majesty's (iovernment wbetbei such 
should bo the case. 

Mr. DeCosinos, in alluding to Iho hon. 
Speaker's remarks abou! loreignors' righu lo 
vole, said that ho would advocate any re- 
form that could bo mado lo asjimilala with 
the exis'ing Bystem. in roforenco to 
our neighbors he was not awaro of any terri^ 
tory whero the residents were eniiiled lo 
vote unless they becama American citizens 
In Australia in tbo old days be know thai 
foreigners could voto alter a residence of GO 
days, but then they wero compelled to take 
lha oath of allegiance. If foreigners were 
permitted to vote they should be allowed to 
hold office (bear, hear). The hon. gentleman 
continued at some lenglh to refute Dr. 
llclmcken's position, but we are sorry our 
ppane will not admit ol giving ibe speech in 
full. 

Dr. Helmcken thanght tlio discussion 
would do good. Every ono who could epeak 
tho Ef.giisli language should havo a vole, 

.Mr. .McClure thought tho hon. gcutlenian 
conitnenced at lha wrong end. The proper 
w.ay would bo to make laws sulliciently lib- 
cral to induce foreigners to take ihe oath nl 
allegiance, not to give thom a vote aud hold 
on to antiquated legislation (hear, hear). 

Dr. Helmcken withdrew his motion, saying 
that ho did not e.xpecl il lo be carried, but 
only to draw out opinion. 

Tho original motion then passed. 
A diaoussiou ensued un tbe olause allowing 
professional men aod graduates of universities 
to voto, ending in the erasure of tbe clause. 

The commiilee then rose aod reported pro- 
gress, and the House adjourned till Monday.
